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Booming 
Scouts in 
new base 
proposal 

A NEW £400,000 Scout 
headquarters in Walsall will 
include sports pitches, com¬ 
munity facilities and extra 
room to cater for booming 
numbers. 

The new base for the 3rd 
Streetly Scout Group is ear¬ 
marked for the derelict site 
of a former tennis club in 
Aldridge Road. 

It will include a five-a-side 
soccer pitch, six-a-side 
cricket pitch and basketball 
pitch, if plans are approved. 

Under the proposal, a new 
l,870sq ft building would 
cater for indoor sports, 
meetings and activities and 
could be used by the wider 
community. 

Sold 

It would have meeting 
halls, kitchen and storage. It 
would occupy a tenth of the 
0.52 hectare site, with the 
rest of the land earmarked 
for recreational use and 
parking. 

The old tennis club land 
was tied to the Farmer 
John’s pub, adjoining the 
site, but has been sold to the 
Scout group. 

The application was put 
forward because it needs a 
larger HQ to cope with a 
fast-growing membership, 
which is currently standing 
at about 130 youngsters. 

The group, which also 
includes Beavers, Cubs and 
a marching band, has been 
looking for a permanent 
home for eight years. 

£l3k spent 
on bin blitz 

MORE than £13,000 was 
spent on the first six weeks 
of a zero-tolerance recycling 
crackdown in Walsall that 
saw almost 27,000 bins go 
unemptied. 

Controversial new rules 
saw binmen ordered not to 
take away green recycling 
bins containing the “wrong” 
type of rubbish. 

A total of 26,892 bins were 
not emptied from November 
19 to January 4 as a result. 

The council also spent 
£13,316 on the campaign in 
that time. The figures are 
released under the Freedom 
of Imformation Act.

Concern as 
gang targets 
pensioners 

DETECTIVES in Walsall are appealing for 
information about a gang of conmen target¬ 
ing pensioners in the borough. 

There have been at least two cases this 
month where unsuspecting elderly resi¬ 
dents have been duped by rogue traders 
turning up on their doorstep. 

The first crime took place on February 1 
and involved a 66-year-old man from 
Bloxwich. Luckily, the conmen were foiled 
by suspicious bank staff at the Halifax 
branch on The Bridge, who questioned the 
victim after he withdrew £2,000. Three days 
later, a man aged 76 from Brownhills with¬ 
drew £400 and handed it over. 

After the first scam was foiled, police were 
called to the scene. The conmen, who had 
been waiting in a nearby car park for the 
pensioner to return with the money, had 
fled. As well as getting £400 from the 
Brownhills resident, police also believe that 
the conmen got money from his neighbour. 

Police are appealing for information and 
have issued a description of the men. They 
are described as white, slim to stocky build 
and with dark hair. Their height ranges 
from 5ft lOins to 6ft and they are aged from 
around 23 to 59. 

Detective Constable Deborah 
Humphries, from West Midlands Police 
CID, said: “We’re working hard to find the 
men responsible for these despicable crimes 
which target some of the most vulnerable in 
our community.”

It came days after it emerged the Manor 
had seen a 30 per cent rise in patients from 
Staffordshire since the closure of 
Stafford’s A&E department overnight. 

In his report on the failings of Stafford 
Hospital, Robert Francis QC found system¬ 
atic failings at every level had allowed poor 
standards of care to continue. Up to 1,200 
people are said to have died there unneces¬ 
sarily between 2005 and 2008. Mr Francis 
outlined a series of 290 recommendations to 
improve the NHS. 

Manor Hospital bosses are looking at the 
1,800 page report. Walsall Council revealed 
the findings of an investigation into the hos¬ 
pital’s death rates was due on March 12. 

Assurances 

The Doctor Foster Hospital guide 2012, 
released last December, revealed the hospi¬ 
tal had a higher than average hospital stan¬ 
dardised mortality rate. It recorded a level 
of 117 compared to an expected level of 100, 
although health chiefs insist the number 
has been below the national average since. 

Councillor Longhi said: “Walsall resi¬ 
dents need to have confidence that their 
hospital is providing good care. 

“There has been an improvement in mor¬ 
tality rates at the Manor over the past 12 
months but before that the figures have 
been higher than those in comparable hos¬ 
pitals. This concern prompted us to commis¬ 
sion an independent report by consultants 
Mott Macdonald and experts are currently 
analysing the mortality rates and work 
being done by Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust to address them.” 

The panel is also seeking the views of the 
Clinical Commissioning Group, which 
manages the contract for the Manor Hospi¬ 
tal and is responsible for its performance. 

Richard Kirby, chief executive of Walsall 
Manor Hospital, said the matter was taken 
very seriously and bosses had been working 
hard to reduce mortality rates. He added: 
“We continue to work closely with the 
council to ensure that we maintain high 
levels of quality and safety for our patients. ”

A PHONE mast will remain 
in Pheasey after Walsall 
Council lost a landmark case 
in the Court of Appeal. 

More than 300 residents 
signed a petition for the 
removal of the 45ft mast, put 
in place in Waverley Avenue 
by phone giants 02 and 
Vodafone. 

The Court of Appeal ruled 
the mast could stay in place 
in a case which has been 
seen as a test case by local 
authorities in dispute with 
mobile phone companies. 

But the decision has been 
criticised by angry council¬ 
lors who have deemed it as 
“morally reprehensible”. 

Roughshod 

Regeneration chief Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said:

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Drug farm gardener’ was smuggled into the UK 


A 35-year-old illegal immigrant found at a Dar- 
laston drug factory, which was capable of produc¬ 
ing £225,000 worth of cannabis a year, has been 
jailed for eight months. 

Hoa Hoang was alone at the property in Mill 
Street when police swooped on October 3, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard last week. 

They discovered 812 ‘skunk’ plants growing in 
six rooms. The house had been targeted after 
officers detected the smell of drugs as they 
passed on foot patrol earlier. 

Hoang said he had only been there for 11 days 


and was acting as a ‘gardener’ after being smug¬ 
gled in to the UK the previous year. 

Prosecutor Mr Howard Searle said: “The 
plants under cultivation could produce £88,000 
worth of drugs and with several crops a year 
were capable of an annual yield valued at 
£225,000.” 

Deported 

Mr Jasvir Mann, defending, said father-of-two 
Hoang had left his wife and family behind in 
Vietnam where they lived in poverty. 


He had come to the UK illegally last year after 
being promised work. 

Mann said: “He was an underling carrying out 
the orders of others under strict conditions. 

“He would welcome the opportunity to return 
to his homeland.” 

Hoang admitted being concerned in the pro¬ 
duction of cannabis between September 21 and 
October 4. He was sent to prison by Judge 
Michael Challinor who said: “You played a minor 
role and will be deported on completion of the 
sentence.”

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Squalor at 
home made 
officer sick 

A COUPLE have pleaded 
guilty to the ill-treatment 
and neglect of their children 
after their Walsall home was 
found in a state of squalor. 

A police officer was physi¬ 
cally sick after being sent to 
search the house.

The parents, in their 20s, 
pleaded guilty to charges 
relating to neglect of a child. 

The hearing was told 
there had been no physical 
injuries to the children. 

Miss Stephanie Brown¬ 
less, defending, said they 
had no previous convictions 
and had been hit by a 
tragedy. The case was com¬ 
mitted to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for sentencing.

Bungling burglars jailed for museum raid

TWO bungling burglars from Walsall 
who stole Chinese artefacts worth £2 
million from a prestigious university 
museum - but then could not find 
where they had hidden them - have 
been given lengthy jail sentences . 

Lee Wildman, aged 36, was jailed for 
nine years and Adrian Stanton, 33, was 
handed an eight-year term for conspir¬ 
ing to burgle Durham University’s Ori¬ 
ental Museum last Easter. 

The pair had planned the break-in, 
choosing the night before Good Friday 
when the campus was quiet, using 
cloned number plates and chiselling a 


hole through a brick wall to get in and 
out quickly. 

From the display cabinets, they 
picked out two Qing dynasty items - a 
1769 jade bowl and a porcelain figurine 
- worth up to £2 million. 

Flawed 

But their plan was flawed because 
after hiding the items on wasteland, 
Wildman could not find them when he 
returned two days later. He was seen by 
a witness searching the plot, and speak¬ 
ing in an agitated manner on his 
mobile, as the light faded. 


Judge Christopher Prince said 
“There were elements towards the end 
that reduced the plan to complete 
farce.” 

The artefacts were later recovered 
after a finger-tip search. 

Weeks before, Wildman, of Reming¬ 
ton Road, Beechdale, and Stanton, of 
Telford Road, had received suspended 
sentences for a break-in at an amuse¬ 
ment arcade in Rhyl. 

On that occasion police stopped their 
car on the way back to the Midlands, 
and found to have more than £10,000 in 
coins.

Market traders fear 
car accident danger 


STALLHOLDERS have taken to creating their 
own blockades as they bid to stop cars trav¬ 
elling through the centre of Willenhall market. 

Up to 10 cars are said to be illegally driving through Wil¬ 
lenhall on market days. Some market traders are now 
having to use crates to create a blockade in Market Place. 

They say cars passing through the busy town centre on 
market days are putting both lives and livelihoods at risk. 

In June last year, Walsall Council announced there would 
be a total ban on cars driving through the centre of town, 
n with new signs put up to 
allow police to take stricter 
action on drivers who flout 
the rules. 

But no signs have yet been 
installed and motorists are 
still driving through on 
Wednesdays, Fridays and 
Saturdays. 

Willenhall South ward 
representative Councillor 
Diane Coughlan said traders 
had come up with a plan for 
what they wanted included 
in the traffic regulations fol¬ 
lowing consultation in 2011. 

Crates 

“But the signs have still 
not been done and there is 
still a problem with people 
driving through the town 
centre,” she said. “Some 
traders have even put crates 
in the middle of the road to 
stop cars going through.” 

She feared the situation 
was “an accident waiting to 
happen”. 

“It has come to something 
when the traders are having 
to block the road them¬ 
selves,” she added. 

Cars are said to be travel¬ 
ling from the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Street direction into the 
town centre. 

Upon realising their error, 
some are then trying to turn 
around within the small 
space. 


Teacher and 
rugby club 
player dies 

A TEACHER who was a 
former Walsall rugby player 
has died after a heart attack. 

Tony Zaidel, a senior 
leader and sports co-ordina- 
tor at The Meadows Sports 
College in Oldbury, was aged 
52. Staff raised the alarm 
after he failed to turn up to 
work. 

Police broke into Mr 
Zaidel’s home in Halesowen 
and found him dead. 

Paying tribute, The 
Meadows Sports College 
principal Gordon Phillips 
said: “We are all numb with 
shock. Tony was one of my 
most loyal members of 
staff.” 

Mr Zaidel worked at The 
Meadows for five years. He 
previously worked at Stuart 
Bathurst Catholic School in 
Wednesbury for more than 
ten years. 

Mr Zaidel, a prop forward, 
played nine first-team 
games for Walsall Rugby 
Club in the early 1990s.

Destinations include 
Blackpool, The Isle of Wight and York with 
Hogmanay breaks in Scotland. 

Mr Parry hopes it will be a year of celebration 
and is planning a farewell day to give some of 
his loyal customers who have travelled with 
Parrys over decades a chance to say goodbye. 

The firm still expects to carry more than 
25,000 people in its final year of operation with 
Austria, Italy, Germany, Spain, Switzerland 
and Holland included in its final programme. 

Awards 

The coach tours specialist was started in 
1973 by then Wolves speedway manager Dave 
Parry. Wednesfield-born Mr Parry, who was also 
a rider for the team, moved to Cheslyn Hay at 
the age of 20 and started up his business there. 

It grew quickly with pick up points including 
Walsal. It moved to its purpose-built base at 
Landywood Green 14 years ago. Parrys won a 
series of industry awards and has built up one 
of the most modern coach fleets in the country 
with annual turnover of £5 million. Last year it 
won an award for having the safest and most 
luxurious coaches in the UK in the Coach of the 
Year Awards. It currently has 11 luxury touring 
coaches in its 15-vehicle fleet. Another coach 
will be arriving in March. 

Mr Parry said: “The business has been my 
life, but it has got more difficult every year in 
recent years to run it and very hard work to 
make a profit.” 

There is still the chance of a buyer coming in, 
but at this stage nothing has been agreed. 



Suspended prison 
term for protester 

A MAN has been given a 
suspended jail term and 
banned from demonstra¬ 
tions for four years after 
an incident at an EDL 
march. Peter Jelley, of 
Prescott Close, Shrews¬ 
bury, was caught on CCTV 
gesturing and shouting at 
police in Walsall. 

The 24-year-old, who 
admitted a public order 
offence, was sentenced to 
20 weeks in custody sus¬ 
pended for a year, given a 
Criminal Anti-Social 
Behaviour Order, ordered 
to do 250 hours unpaid 
work, and go to an adult 
attendance centre for 36 
hours. He was also 
ordered to pay £80 victim 
surcharge and £85 costs.

THE cost of a bus pass in the West Midlands is to 
be cut by up to £1.60 per week. 

People who have one of Centro’s nBus passes 
will now also be able to use them in Staffordshire 
as well as the Black Country and Birmingham. 

The changes have been brought in by the 
transport authority following a review with dif¬ 
ferent bus companies. 

Most existing nBus passes will be reduced in 
price from April including an adult one-week pass 
which will cost £16.80 rather than £18.40 and an 
adult four-week pass which will be £60 rather 
than £62. 

While the previous passes were accepted by 35 
different bus companies, they were valid only 
within the West Midlands metropolitan area. 


But passengers will be able to use the new pass 
in areas in Staffordshire including Codsall, Bil- 
brook, Perton, Pattingham, Wombourne, Himley, 
Swindon, Kinver and Little Aston. 

Councillor Kath Hartley, Centro’s vice-chair¬ 
man, said: “At a time when the cost of living 
seems to be going through the roof - especially 
items such as food and petrol - it’s great to see the 
price of something as important as bus travel 
actually coming down. 

Value 

“These nBus passes, which can be used on all 
services regardless of which bus company runs 
the service, will now offer even greater value for 
money.” 

The move, approved at a meeting of the author¬ 


ity last week, comes after the price of a single fare 
on National Express West Midlands buses went 
up by lOp to £2 at the start of the year. 

A wider range of nBus products will be 
launched by Centro on its new Swift smartcard 
which is being rolled out across the region. 

The smartcard allows people to pre-pay for 
their travel, then swipe it over a sensor on the 
bus, in a similar way to London’s Oyster card. 

All nBus passes will be available on Swift 
including new products such as nBus passes 
specifically for the Black Country which are 
planned to be even cheaper. 

There will also be a range of off-peak and 
student passes as well as ones that can be used on 
the Metro tram route.

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Protests 
on £12m 
scheme 
rejected 

PLANS for a £12 million 
development to build a care 
home, GP surgery and 
supermarket near Willen- 
hall have been approved by 
Wolverhampton city council 
bosses, despite objections 
from Walsall. 

Heantun Housing Associ¬ 
ation will build the develop¬ 
ment in Portobello, despite 
one councillor saying he was 
“appalled” and Walsall 
Council officially objecting. 

The decision on whether 
to grant planning approval 
for the two-site scheme, 
which includes a 66- 
bedroom care home, food 
store, surgery, pharmacy 
and supermarket, had been 
deferred, to ask the appli¬ 
cant to include housing as 
part of the project. 

The developer said it had 
considered housing but it 
would not be viable to do so. 

Declined 

It declined to amend its 
original application, but it 
was still approved by 
Wolverhampton planning 
bosses. 

Councillor Keith Inston 
said: “I’m quite frankly 
appalled at the response of 
the applicant. Why now is it 
not suitable for housing?” 

Councillor Harman 
Bangar also objected to 
approval being granted. He 
said: “The fact Walsall Met¬ 
ropolitan Borough Council 
has not withdrawn its objec¬ 
tion is a concern to me.” 

However, Councillor John 
Rowley said: “This is a 
gateway site to Wolver¬ 
hampton. I want to see the 
fulfillment of regeneration 
projects.”

Prosecutor Stefan Kolodynski explained a 
receipt proved the money came from the sale of 
her jewellery to a pawnbrokers. Recorder Andrew 
Smith QC gave police 28 days to transfer the 
money to Proceeds of Crime staff. 

Helicopter 

Westwood is serving a nine-year sentence fol¬ 
lowing his arrest after a 65-mile police chase 
during which he drove at 180 mph while outpac¬ 
ing the pursuing police helicopter on the M6 
between Wolverhampton and Stafford. 

The jobless motor trader, who was behind the 
wheel of a stolen specially modified £85,000 Audi 
RS5, then doubled back and dumped the car in 


Pickering Road, Wednesfield, before fleeing to a 
nearby flat where he was found hiding. 

The chase started after a failed bid by a gang to 
burn open an ATM cash machine holding £24,000 
on the forecourt of a Murco garage on Warstones 
Road, Penn on January 31 last year. 

The acceleration of the stolen Audi had allowed 
him to repeatedly escape police raiding shops in 
Stafford, Stoke, Cannock, Rugeley, Wednesfield, 
Worcester, Bentley Bridge, Walsall, Stourport 
and Market Drayton.

But highways bosses said it was only 
a “slight increase” thanks to longer lasting repairs being 
carried out on roads instead 
of temporary fixes. 


Bid to build 
anew pool 
and centre 
in Btoxwich 

BLOXWICH Leisure Centre 
will be pulled down and 
replaced with a completely 
new building, under multi 
million pound redevelop¬ 
ment plans. 

Fresh detail has been 
released about proposals for 
a new leisure centre in the 
town - one of two earmarked 
for the borough. 

Rebuild 

It has emerged the scheme 
would see a complete rebuild 
of the leisure centre, taking 
up part of neighbouring 
Leamore Park. 

It is part of a £14 million 
vision to transform facilities 
in the borough, including 
creation of a new Oak Park 
Leisure Centre in Walsall 
Wood. 

Plans for Bloxwich have 
now been submitted to 
Walsall Council. It includes a 
a six-lane 25 metre swim¬ 
ming pool. 


The council is now 
working with Tarmac on a 
trial to speed up the repair of 
potholes. The smaller 
paving machine method 
shortens working time by as 
much as weeks and gives a 
better surface quality. 

While the road is closed, 
other work can be carried 
out in the street such as 
gully cleansing, road-mark¬ 
ings and street nameplates. 

There were 86 potholes 
reported throughout 

January compared to 69 in 
the same month in 2012. 

The authority is submit¬ 
ting a bid to the Government 
for extra funding for more 
works to be carried out on 
routes throughout the town. 

Transport boss Councillor 
Tom Ansell said: “With this 
new trial, we’re looking at 
new ways to co-ordinate 
repairs so all the people who 
are needed are there on the 
same day or just a few days. 

“The new processes that 
Tarmac and Walsall Council 
are using also mean that 
repairs are much longer 
lasting, so we don’t have to 
keep going back to do the 
same work again. We 
changed our pothole repair 
regime a couple of years ago 
and our permanent repairs 
are now holding up much 
better than they previously 
were.

A BUSINESSMAN involved in a 
bid to smuggle £1.7 million worth 
of cocaine into the UK has been 
ordered to pay back just £983. 

That was all that could be found when 
forensic accountants scoured the books of 
Lionel Malinga. 

The father-of-three, aged 33, is currently 
serving eight years in jail after the drugs 
were discovered hidden in a consignment of 
20,000 bottles of soft drink delivered to Ice 
Age Supplies, his business based at an 
industrial unit in Church Road, Darlaston. 

Malinga, from Windsor Road, West 
Bromwich, set up the firm to bring cars and 
foodstuffs into the country but turned to 
crime when that trade dried up. 

Smuggled 

At a Proceeds of Crime hearing at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last week, prosecu¬ 
tor Adrian Chaplin said it was agreed that 
the defendant had derived more than 
£770,000 benefit from crime over six years, 
during which £57,000 had passed through 
the bank account of his wife. 

Mr Tarlowchan Dubb, defending, 
accepted the benefit and repayment figures 
provided by the prosecution. 

The drugs were smuggled by sea from 
Trinidad and Tobago to Felixstowe where 
they were intercepted by customs and police 
officers on December 2, 2011. They found 
11 packages of cocaine weighing almost nine 
kilograms with a wholesale value of 
£360,000 that would have fetched up to 
£1.68m on the street, the court heard. 

Malinga admitted conspiracy to smuggle 
cocaine. He was given six months to repay 
£983 or face a further 28 days behind bars. 
He is currently not due for release before 
December 2015. 


Half million staff bill 

MORE than half a million pounds was spent 
on supply teachers in Walsall in just the first 
term of the school year. 

The cash was spent on bringing in tempo¬ 
rary workers for schools and nurseries 
across the borough last September to 
December. The money was used to cover 
staff sickness absence and maternity leave. 

The £550,000 expenditure ranged from 
£32,502 by St Francis of Assisi in Aldridge to 
£169.99 atMossley JMI. More than 19 schools 
did not pay any extra money on supply staff.

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It's all systems dough 
at garden shed bakery 


A BAKERY has been 
launched selling 

homemade bread 

from a garden shed in 
Walsall. 

People flock to Mark 
Woods’ Walsall home every 
Saturday to get their hands 
on one of his loaves. 

The father of five has con¬ 
verted part of his kitchen in 
Mellish Road into a micro¬ 
bakery and shares his job as 
a community nurse with 
spending hours each week 
baking dozens of loaves with 
a small team of volunteers. 

The freshly-baked treats 
bring queues to his door 
each Saturday when he sets 
up shop from a shed in his 
back garden. The courses he 
runs for budding bread- 
makers are also in demand. 

Morning 

Just 16 months after 
launching his Slow Loaf 
Bakery, the 53-year-old now 
dreams of setting up a com¬ 
munity hub where he can 
sell his bread alongside 
other like-minded baking 
enthusiasts. 

“I’ve always made my own 
bread, even as a kid,” said 
Mr Woods. “I worked as a 
trainee volunteer baker at 
the Revel Bakery in Rugby 
for a considerable time and 
became a member of the 
Real Bread Campaign. 

“I stay up all Friday night 
baking the bread, ready for 
Saturday morning. 

“We have regular cus¬ 
tomers that come every 


single week, those that come 
once a month, odd cus¬ 
tomers that come once or 
twice a year. The furthest 
one comes from Texas when 
he’s visiting his mum.” 

“We generally sell out on 
Saturdays and we supply 
Cherry Blossom Bakery in 
Wylde Green.We also have a 
girl who comes in and sells 
cakes on a Saturday. It 
would be great if there was a 
community hub which 
people like us could use.” 

Between 150 and 200 
sourdough and yeasted 
breads are baked each week 
using traditional methods, 
without additives, with the 
process starting on Thurs¬ 
days. Ingredients need to be 
weighed, mixed, kneaded 
and the dough needs to rise 
and be shaped before being 
put in the oven on a Friday 
night, with 12 to 18 loaves 
cooked at one time. 

The bakery also makes 
speciality breads such as , 
ciabatta, pizza and Italian 
flat bread. 

Mr Woods added: “After 
launching the bakery, cus¬ 
tomers started asking me if I 
could teach them so I started 
the courses and they are 
very popular. We have six dif¬ 
ferent types of courses and 
I’ve now taught 100 people.” 

Father-of-one Damien 
Smith, of Middlemore Lane, 
Aldridge, started volunteer¬ 
ing at the micro-bakery after 
he went on one of the 
courses.

A heist at the Co-op stores 
in Knowle and Quinton 
finally sparked a nationwide 
manhunt for the raiders. 

At London’s Appeal Court 
Holmes challenged the total 
length of his sentence and 
the term was reduced by 
nine months. 

Judge Kramer, sitting 
with Lord Justice Aikens 
and Mr Justice Globe, said 
Holmes had committed 
“very serious offences” with 
some of the raids committed 
while on bail. 

“A long sentence must 
remain,” he said, but con¬ 
cluded that seven years was 
too long. 

The term was cut to six 
years and three months.

POLICE have released 
images of eight men they 
want to speak to after trouble 
flared between rival Walsall 
and Shrewsbury fans. 

Officers want to identify the men, 
who are believed to be from the Walsall 
and Wolverhampton areas, in connec¬ 
tion with the disorder that broke out in 
Shrewsbury town centre before the 
match last October. 

A total of 15 men from across Shrop¬ 
shire and the West Midlands were 
arrested before, during and after the 
match, most for violent disorder. 

A further 14 men were arrested 
during December and January as part 
of the investigation and now CCTV 
images of eight more people police 
believe may have witnessed the trouble 
have been released by the force. 


Detective Chief Inspector Peter 
Davies, of West Mercia Police, said: 
“We are now appealing to these eight 
men from the West Midlands to get in 
touch, and also urging anyone else who 
can recognise them to contact us. 

“We believe they were present in the 
area at the time and they may well 
have information which will help our 
investigation into the incident. 

Identities 

“It’s important we establish their 
identities as soon as possible as they 
may well have information which will 
assist us. I urge them to make contact. ” 
During the policing operation for the 
match, three police officers were 
injured, two requiring hospital treat¬ 
ment. No other injuries were reported 
to members of the public. 

The police commander at the time 
said that positive and visible policing 


around the town and at the football 
stadium in support of club stewards 
prevented large-scale disorder, 
enabling the vast majority of genuine 
fans to watch the game without inter¬ 
ference. 

The force said a number of people 
had been intent on causing trouble, 
some of it pre-planned, and officers had 
dealt with several potential flash¬ 
points, preventing an escalation of dis¬ 
order. 

Mr Davies added: “Our inquiries 
into the trouble that occurred in the 
town centre will continue and we will 
leave no stone unturned in our efforts 
to trace the offenders”.

Olympic ceremonies memorabilia 
goes on sale in the Black Country

A SLICE of Olympic history 
has gone on sale. 

Props and other equipment used in 
the London opening and closing cere¬ 
monies have gone to auction in Wednes- 
bury. 

More than 70 lorries of memorabilia, 
furniture and equipment from the 
London 2012 games has been stored at 
a 66,000sq ft warehouse in the town. 

And two of three auctions were 
taking place this week. The sale is being 
staged by BFC Furniture Outlet. 

Two more sales will be held next 
Wednesday and Thursday, at the firm’s 
premises in Bull Lane, with about 3,000 


lots up for grabs in all. The auctions will 
take place from 11am to 5pm on both 
days due to the sheer number of lots. 

They were bought by the company, 
which is run by 59-year-old Jim 
Cassidy, of Bloxwich. 

Nightmare 

He explained that he struck a deal 
with the London Organising Commit¬ 
tee of the Olympic and Paralympic 
Games (LOCOG) but it had been 
a“logistical nightmare” to move all the 
items to Wednesbury. 

The lots include props used by Take 
That for their performance at the 
closing ceremony, including drums, 


large Alice in Wonderland-style clocks 
and drinking vessels. 

There are also 200 safes, flags used 
during the suffragette section of the 
opening ceremony, banners sent in by 
children from around the world, beds 
used by the athletes, and furniture. 

Other lots include high visibility 
jackets, hard hats, floodlights, parasols 
and clothing with the 2012 logo. 

Mr Cassidy said securing the items 
had been a real coup for the company. 

“This is a little piece of history and I 
am glad people have the chance to buy 
it,” he said.

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Opening 
of new 
library 
delayed 

BAD weather has delayed 
the opening of the village’s 
new library. 

Walsall Council leisure 
chiefs had pledged that 
Pelsall Library, part of the 
£5.4 million Pelsall Village 
Centre, would be open by the 
end of January. It has 
emerged that snow and ice 
had caused delays. 

Disrupted 

Pelsall Village Centre also 
boasts a new doctor’s 
surgery section, which was 
opened early in December- a 
month after originally 
planned. The library and a 
children’s centre were also 
due to follow. 

Work on the car park has 
been disrupted by snow and 
ice, Walsall Council has said, 
and is likely to be finished 
later this month after which 
tenants can be moved in. 

Council bosses say the 
current library, operating 
from a temporary base in 
Norton Road since work on 
the new centre started last 
year, is running “quite 
happily” and will continue 
to do so until the new library 
is open. 

Adrian Andrew, regenera¬ 
tion chief, said: “We’re 
incredibly proud of Pelsall 
Village Centre and we know 
that people in the village 
love it. 

“Overall, I’m sure every¬ 
one will join me in praising 
this magnificent structure 
that will serve the people of 
Pelsall for generations to 
come.” 


Go-ahead given for 14 
homes on garage site 


A DILAPIDATED petrol station in Pelsall will 
be transformed into modern homes under 
plans unanimously approved by councillors. 

Developer Dunedin Homes plans to build 14 properties on 
land in Pelsall which is currently occupied by the Riddings 
Garage, which has closed down. 


Construction on the site 
on the Wolverhampton Road 
will begin in six weeks’ time 
and will see the construction 
of eight two-bedroom 
homes, three three-bedroom 
homes and a further three 
four-bedroom homes, each 
with two off-street parking 
spaces and secure waste 
areas. 

Plans were initially held 
up after an ancient oak tree 
with a preservation order 
was discovered at the site, 
but the developers agreed to 
retain the tree in order to 
speed up the process. 

Better 

Vice-chairman of the plan¬ 
ning committee, Councillor 
Mike Bird told councillors at 
last week’s meeting: “I think 
members all agree that what 
we see here is better than 
the current site. 

“It’s a shame that Pelsall 
is losing its village petrol 
station but unfortunately 
small garages can no longer 
compete with supermarket 
forecourts.” 

Planners approved the 
development’s construction 
and even agreed to wave an 
application for section 106

money from the applicant, 
as long as the developers 
agreed to make the homes 
more environmentally sus¬ 
tainable. 

Speaking after the 
meeting Dunedin’s manag¬ 
ing director, Chris Baker 
said: “The new homes will 
offer something for every¬ 
one and will further enhance 
Pelsall as a village. 

“It’s good to see that 
Walsall Council is support¬ 
ing developers to improve 
the town.” 

The firm, which is based 
in Barnt Green, Worcester¬ 
shire, have already com¬ 
pleted construction of two 
other residential develop¬ 
ments in Walsall. These are 
at Bay Tree Court in 
Bloxwich and at Everitt 
Place in Willenhall. 

Mr Baker added that 
Dunedin were currently 
looking at other potential 
sites for housing develop¬ 
ments in Walsall, explaining 
that they would like to build 
further projects in the 
borough later this year.

Black Country folk may be sur¬ 
prised that Walsall was on his itiner¬ 
ary. Apparently Tim decided to visit 
because a survey found Walsall to be 
Britain’s most depressed town. 

He braves the A34 and goes to the 
town’s leather museum. 

But take heart Walsall folk, in an 
interview with The Chronicle, Tim 


reveals it was one of his favourite 
stops. 

He said: “In comparison to some of 
the places I went to, Walsall felt like 
the French Riviera. It was actually 
doing something with itself, unlike 
most of the other towns I visited.” 

Each town is a subject for wry 
humour though in each place he 
visits he manages to find a glimmer 
of hope - except maybe for one faded 
North Wales seaside resort. 

Tim said: “Rhyl was easily the 
most depressing place I went to. The 
town had invested loads of money 
into developing itself by knocking 
down a lot of beautiful Victorian 
architecture and building a horrible 
B&Q. The town died soon after.” 

This book should be considered a 
collection of short stories linked by a 
common theme. 

It is a brilliant book to dip in and 
out of. For those that love the works 
of rambling travel authors such as 
Bill Bryson this will be a perfect addi¬ 
tion to their collection.

Artist captured stark 
landscape of our past 


TO some, scenes of dark, 
smoke-filled industrial 
landscapes which gave the 
Black Country its name 
wouldn’t exactly pass as 
being an artist’s dream. 

But Edwin Butler Bayliss - son of 
an ironmaster who went on to 
become a celebrated painter - 
thought differently. His work 
depicting Bilston, Tipton and 
Wednesbury documented the Black 
Country at the height of its indus¬ 
trial growth and is of huge histori¬ 
cal and cultural importance. 

Now art lovers can see for them¬ 
selves just why Butler Bayliss is so 
revered in an exhibition of his work 
which is being held at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Art Gallery, Lichfield Street. 

Butler Bayliss was born in 1874, 
the eldest of eight children and 
grew up in Merridale Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, before later moving to

The Woodhouse, Wood Road, Tet- 
tenhall. 

Aged 14 he was sent to study at 
Rydal School in Colwyn Bay - a 
strong influence on his seaside art¬ 
works - before returning to Wolver¬ 
hampton aged 18. It was at this 
time that he began to prolifically 
paint scenes of the Black Country, 
working in a range of mediums 
including oil and pastel. 

He certainly doesn’t sugarcoat 
the conditions in which people lived 
back then, showing the Black 
Country as a smoke-filled and dan¬ 
gerous place to live and work. 

Paintings often show figures sil¬ 
houetted against a dull, grey sky 
and ravaged landscapes with blast 
furnaces and chimneys in the back¬ 
ground. 

Butler Bayliss, known as the 
‘poet-painter of the Black 


Country’, carved a niche for 
himself as the foremost painter of 
the Black Country landscape. 

He took his work across the 
country from London to Scotland 
and to some his chief subject matter 
was surprising as his father Samuel 
Bayliss was a managing director of 
the large local iron foundry Bayliss, 
Jones and Bayliss. 

Despite not having any formal 
artistic training, Butler Bayliss 
decided not to follow in his father’s 
footsteps and took up painting. 

The 1901 census listed him as 
‘artist sculptor, annuitant living at 
home’ so he had clearly decided to 
concentrate full-time on painting 
when in his late 20s. 

He later moved to The Beeches in 
nearby Regis Road, which became a 
social base for many other Black 
Country artists. 

The exhibition, which also shows 
his pictures of the West coastline, 
run until April 27.

The Winter’s Tale, RSC, Stratford,

THE Winter’s Tale is one of Shake¬ 
speare’s least enjoyable plays, an 
uneasy blend of tragedy and 
comedy, but a strong cast invest the 
Royal Shakespeare Company’s new 
version with emotional intensity. 

Director Lucy Bailey has moved 
the play to the 19th century, with 
the wealthy inhabitants of Sicilia 
portrayed as Pre-Raphaelite 
romantics whilst Bohemia becomes 
a northern seaside resort with clog¬ 
dancing Morris men and rowdy 
wakes week revellers. The seaside 
setting is enhanced by video effects 
and a huge metal helter- 
skelter/lighthouse. 

The play is a story of jealousy, as 
King Leontes of Sicilia sets in 
motion a terrible chain of events 
when he accuses his pregnant wife 
of adultery with the King of 
Bohemia. Jo Stone-Fewings was in 


turns menacing and pathetic as the 
manic monarch, causing the audi¬ 
ence to gasp with shock when he 
punched his queen in the stomach. 

Husky-voiced Tara Fitzgerald, in 
her first RSC role, was outstanding 
as the wrongly maligned queen, her 
eyes filling with tears of anger and 
grief at her rough treatment. 

Strong support came from Rakie 
Ayola as the one lady of court pre¬ 
pared to stand up to the bullying 
king and Emma Noakes as the ale- 
swigging banished princess, who 
has grown up to speak with an eeh- 
bah-gum accent. 

The Winter’s Tale, running for 
three and a half hours, is a strange 
choice to take on tour but the per¬ 
formances are reason enough to 
catch it.

WITH choreographer Matthew Bourne in 
charge there was no way this favourite fairy 
tale was ever going to include a cutesy chris¬ 
tening and a spinning wheel. 

He didn’t disappoint. We had a robotic baby 
climbing up the curtain, a travelator, vam¬ 
pires, hoodies and magnificent costumes and 
props taking us from 1890 right up to 2013. 

Bourne gave us the classical spiked with 
humour and a gust of fresh air - not many 
serious ballet performances are met with 
gales of laughter even fewer have puppets 
knocking seven bells out of the cast. 

We lapped up Bourne’s trademark quirki¬ 
ness, revelling in the straight leg lifts, the 
hands cupped behind necks and absence of 
ballet shoe ribbons and were joyfully over¬ 
whelmed with both the scenery and mastery 
of the whole performance.

Stars shine bright in 
a night of celebration 


S ome things have become 
inevitable at annual British 
awards bashes in recent years. 
Ant and Dec will pick up Best 
Entertainment Presenter at the 
National TV Awards; Corrie’s Michelle 
Keegan takes home Sexiest Female 
at the British Soap Awards, and 
James Corden will host the Brits. 

There are still a couple of months 
until Michelle’s next award is 
announced, but there’s no surprise to 
find James back on presenting duties 
for Brit Awards 2013. 

This week he dons his best ‘tailor’- 
made suit, and makes a ‘swift’ 
commute in ‘one direction’ to London’s 
02 arena. Chances are he’ll get there 
‘just in’ time, and if the ‘muse’ inspires 
him, will deliver a few witty one-liners 
to camera. And those are just a few 
tenuous clues to who’ll be performing 
here. 

But enough of such Alan Partridge- 
style segues (though they are 
arguably no worse than Sam Fox and 
Mick Fleetwood’s script from the 1989 
Brits debacle).

A SPECIALLY equipped MG6 
GT is on front line life-saving 
duties answering emergency 
calls. 

MG’s Sales Centre is helping 
FastAid volunteers in the West Mid¬ 
lands to respond to life-threatening 
incidents. FastAid is a group of highly 
trained Community First Respon¬ 
ders who support West Midlands 
Ambulance Service by attending 999 
calls in their area. 

The MG6 GT has a distinctive 
diamond grade livery so that it can be 
clearly seen, even at night, travelling 
to the scene of an accident. 

Inside the car is fitted with an 
ambulance service radio and carries a 
vital automated external defibrillator 
which is critical to saving patients 
who have suffered a cardiac arrest. 

Specialist 

Bulky equipment needed by the 
Community First Responders is 
carried in the huge boot of the MG6 
GT fastback. Richard Jay, vice chair¬ 
man of FastAid, said: “The cargo 
space in the MG6 is enormous and 
allows us to carry all of our specialist 
equipment with ease.” 

Ashley Almquest, a FastAid volun¬ 
teer, highlighted another standard 
feature of the MG6 GT SE which had 
proved extremely valuable to answer¬ 
ing emergency calls - the built-in 
satellite navigation system. 

He said: “The screen is so clear, the 
maps are really good and it’s easy to 
use. 

“It can save us vital minutes when 
we are responding to an urgent call 
when someone’s life could depend on 
us getting to the scene quickly.” 

The FastAid MG6 will mainly 
operate in the greater Birmingham 
and Solihull areas of the West Mid¬ 
lands where the charity was set up 
eight years ago. It costs up to £2,000 


to train and equip each FastAid 
responder. Andy Jeynes, the West 
Midlands Ambulance Service Com¬ 
munity Response Manager, said: “We 
are extremely grateful to the MG 
Sales Centre for supplying the MG6. 
It’s already proved its worth on 
several call outs when the speed of 
response, and being able to arrive on 
scene with the right kit, is crucial. 

“Without the support of local com¬ 
panies and organisations, such as the 
MG Sales Centre, we wouldn’t be able 


to keep doing what we do in our local 
communities.” 

Simon Bennett, a sales executive at 
the MG Sales Centre in Lowhill Lane, 
Longbridge, said: “We’re very proud 
that our local community first 
responders are saving lives in one of 
our cars. 

It’s about giving something back to 
the community we live in and we hope 
that our support helps FastAid to con¬ 
tinue the excellent work it does.”

• Interestingly, only a third of drivers believe speed limits 
on motorways should be increased because of these 
improved safety features.

City Safety, a low-speed collision avoidance system oper¬

Detection

“As a nation of sceptics, it is perhaps not surprising the 
majority of British motorists think the introduction of vehi¬ 
cles which make accidents virtually a thing of the past is not 
possible but I have every faith in Volvo to prove them 
wrong!” 

Volvo first introduced the two point cross-chest belt as an 
accessory in 1956 followed by the 3-point belt in the front as 
standard equipment in 1959. 

Three decades of research and development means pre¬ 
dictions of auto-piloted, self-driving, crash-proof cars on our 
roads by 2020 may not be all that farfetched despite the 
doubts of the majority of motorists surveyed.

ARE Walsall going to be the sur¬ 
prise package in the race for pro¬ 
motion? 

Each season there is one side that comes 
up on the rails almost unnoticed. And after 
a blistering start to 2013 and victory at the 
joint-leaders, why not the in-form Saddlers? 

Saturday’s 2-1 win at Doncaster was 
Walsall’s eighth victory in 10 games since 
ending that 16-game winless streak. 

It kept them ninth, four points from the 
top six, and preserved their tag as the 
country’s form team. One more win will hit 
the 50-point survival target set at the start 
of the season and then ambitions will 
quietly shift. 

Andy Taylor insisted afterwards the 
players were not “taking themselves too 
seriously” in terms of making the play-offs. 

That in itself is a good sign, the relaxed 
nature of the squad will undoubtedly help 
when the pressure starts to build. 

Serious 

But should they emerge unbeaten from 
games with promotion contenders Notts 
County and Brentford in their next two 
outings they will have to get serious. 

The three matches - Doncaster, County 
and Brentford - were always going to be the 
test of the Saddlers’ credentials and staying 
power; a trio of clubs battling for the play¬ 
offs and promotion against Walsall, who are 
in such good form. And they passed their 
first test with the kind of grit and panache 
associated with sides who can last the pace. 

They are still outsiders - others have 
games in hand and the financial clout to 
make the difference - but there is a case to 
be made. They will soon emerge from under 
the radar should the form continue and 
expectation will rise from outside of the 
group. It is then where different pressures 
impact and, while they have dealt with the 
problems at the bottom, it remains to be 
seen if the young squad can cope with the 


added strains at the top. Thoughts of relega¬ 
tion were banished weeks ago and boss Dean 
Smith must now deal with this situation. 

It continues to be a testament to the 
manager’s approach which never faltered 
while panic and unfair criticism emanated 
from the stands during the difficult autumn 
months. This time, though, the 480 trav¬ 
ellers chanted ‘we are staying up’ at least 
three months earlier than they are used to. 

Smith deserves their support and there 
will be some sheepish looks from those who 
bizarrely felt a change was needed earlier in 
the season. The manager remains level¬ 
headed but after six wins from seven games 
this year he deserves the credit. 

And fortune favours the brave. Smith’s 
decision to throw on Craig Westcarr for 
extra presence up front in the second half 
changed the game. Since scoring after just 


70 seconds through Andy Butler’s close- 
range header Walsall had been under pres¬ 
sure. 

Billy Paynter’s 16th minute leveller - 
from an offside position after Chris Brown’s 
knockdown - had hauled Rovers back into 
the game and they forced Walsall back. 

Taylor’s free-kick and Febian Brandy’s 
volley aside, the Saddlers struggled to assert 
themselves against a side who could have 
gone clear at the top with victory. 

Defensively, though, they excelled with 
Butler outstanding and Paul Downing 
growing with every game, proving why he 
signed a new deal last week. When they were 
breached Ian McLoughlin saved David Cot- 
terill’s free-kick immediately after the 
break as Rovers threatened before the tide 
turned. 

The Saddlers were holding firm but West¬ 


carr’s introduction offered an outlet and 
allowed Febian Brandy and Jamie Paterson 
to flourish. 

Suddenly, Doncaster couldn’t deal with 
the duo as Westcarr, who is yet to score for 
the Saddlers, became the focal point. He was 
introduced after Cotterill hit the bar and 
Rob Jones missed the rebound but it was 
Rovers’ last serious chance. 

The exceptional Sam Mantom and Adam 
Chambers snapped at Rovers as they took 
the advantage in the middle and began to 
boss the game. Paterson, who became 
increasingly influential, and Taylor fired 
off-target while Mantom was twice denied 
by Gary Woods. But it was left to Brandy to 
seal it nine minutes from time when he bam¬ 
boozled two defenders, jinked into the area 
and rifled past Woods at the near post.
